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Town Center Monument ecnairii lost lives

STURBRIDGE — As Me- 
morial Day approaches, resi- 
dent and local historian Bob 
Briere would like to make sure 
those who pass by the Gold 
Star Mothers Monument in 
front of the Town Office Build- 
ing, next to the Old Burial 
Ground, know how much his- 
tory of residents’ military ser- 
vice rests there. 

A monument to four resi- 
dents killed during their service 
in World War II, a fifth who 
died during Operation Iraqui 
Freedom and a sixth for a ser- 
viceman whose plane crashed 
at the Holland/Sturbridge town 
line during WW II, as well as a 
memorial for Gold Star moth- 
ers, are all located there. 

“These men gave their lives 
for this community and I think 
it’s important people know 
that,” Briere said recently at 
the monument. “I think a lot 
of people drive by this every 





day and don’t even know it ex- 
ists. I'd like them to know who 
they were. I'd like them to be 
thought of this Memorial Day.” 
First, Briere also wanted to ac- 
knowledge the American Gold 
Star Mothers memorial in the 
center of the monuments. The 
ideas was that the Gold Star 
would represent the pride a 
serviceman’s family has in their 
service would be represented by 
the star instead of the personal 
loss of the family, Briere said. 
The monument was rededicat- 
ed on Sept. 30, 2007, Gold Star 
Mother’s Day, he said.

and the Bandstand Committee 
in East Brookfield. She is also 
on the Board of Directors for 
Second Chance Animal Ser- 
vices.

School Committee looks at reductions

NORTH BROOKFIELD 
— At the School Commit- 
tee meeting held on May 17, 
School Superintendent Rich- 
ard Lind highlighted areas 
they could potentially reduce 
services and programs to 
shorten their budget gap for 
fiscal 2022. Lind said he re- 
moved services and positions 
they are not mandated to have. 

Budget presentation 

Lind said there have been 
significant discussions regard- 
ing the fiscal 2022 budget. 
The School Committee’s pro- 
posed budget for fiscal 2022 


was $8,134,613.31, and with 
offsets, pandemic relief funds, 
state aid and grants, it equals 
$6,508,168.20. This budget re- 
flects a 5.67% increase over the 
fiscal 2021 approved budget. 
Lind said he knows this needs- 
based budget is a “big ask” for 
the town. 

Lind said a reason for the 1n- 
crease is “due in part to the fact 
that in fiscal 2021, the teachers 
and administration all gave up 
their contractually agreed to 
cost of living increase to avoid 
major cuts. Those increases are 
due in fiscal 2022. If teacher 
and administrator raises from 
fiscal 2021 were included in 
the fiscal 2021 budget, the bud- 


get increase would actually be 
382/60. 

Lind said in eight years, they 
have seen an average of 1.2% in 
increase a year. He said infla- 
tion is moving faster than their 
budget. Lind said their budget 
is mostly made up of people, 
not “stuff.” He said, “This is a 
lean budget, there are no luxu- 
ry items 1n it.” 

Lind said the Board of Se- 
lectmen and Finance Com- 
mittee proposed a budget of 
$5,660,282 (a reduction of 
$498,590 less than the ap- 
proved fiscal 2021 budget. He 
said this creates a budget gap 
of $847,886 or 8.1%. Lind said

Plans to locate fire 
Station there

NORTH BROOKFIELD — 
The Town of North Brookfield 
held a Special Town Meeting 
on Friday, May 7, at 6:30 p.m. 
in the North Brookfield Ele- 
mentary School auditorium, 
with 33 articles, chief among 
them the acquisition of a prop- 
erty on Donovan Road. 

Receiving the most atten- 
tion from residents as well as 
their approval was Article 32, 


to see if the town would ac- 
quire 63-65 Donovan Road, 
a 3.71 acre tract, which is 
known as Huck’s Garage. A 
ballot vote was taken with a 
two thirds vote, or 114 votes, 
necessary for it to pass. The 
motion received 166 yes votes 
and five no votes, resulting in a 
resounding approval. 

BOS Chair Dale Kiley said 
the town needs a new fire sta- 
tion and estimates are coming 
in around $11 million, with 
construction rising 1n cost due 
to COVID-19. The opportuni- 
ty to acquire Huck’s Garage, 
located at 63-65 Donovan 


Road, has given the town a 
more cost-effective option. Ki- 
ley said the town would relo- 
cate the Highway Department 
to Donovan Road, and then 
shift the Fire Department into 
the former Highway building. 
Kiley said the current Fire 
Department building would 
become headquarters and a fire 
museum. Kiley said the Dono- 
van Road property also offers 
an opportunity to generate 
revenue for the town through 
the storage rental facility locat- 
ed there. When asked by a res- 
ident if borrowing money was

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AIM article addressing stormwater issue defeated

NORTH BROOKFIELD -- Town Mod- 
erator James Caldwell began the 209th Annu- 
al Town Meeting calling attention to a town 
government milestone. Caldwell recognized 
former Board of Health member and chair 
John Alphin for his 30 years of service to the 
town. Alphin stepped down from his long- 
time position last year. “It takes ‘us’ to run 
this town,” Caldwell said, encouraging all res- 
idents to join a board or committee. 

Motions were made and carried to post- 
pone until June 4 for Articles 4, 5, 6 and 14. 
The final Article on the warrant, Article 16, 
was petitioned by a resident to be added to 
the ATM warrant regarding stormwater 1s- 
sues. 

Article 16 asked the town to approve and 
appropriate $22,500 to correct problems with 
stormwater from town streets and adjacent 
properties that causes flooding at the resi- 
dence of 94 Summer St., and the land and 
streets downstream on Prospect and Sum- 
mer Street, to be used by the town highway 
department to contract to correct stormwa- 
ter problems, involves a property owned by 
Bruce and Deb Arnold since 1982. 

Bruce Arnold gave a slide presentation 
pointing out the flooding issues they experi- 
ence on their property whenever there is sig- 
nificant rainfall or melting snow. “Our base- 
ment floods anytime we get an inch of rain,” 
Arnold said. The Arnolds have installed three 
sump pumps in their basement, sometimes 
evacuating 66,000 gallons of water in a three 
and a half hour timeframe: the equivalent of 
three aboveground swimming pools. Arnold 
said they have called on the Fire Department 
many times to help pump out the flooded 
basement and thanked them for their assis- 
tance. 


Arnold said he first went to the town for 
help with the stormwater flooding in 1989. 
The Highway Superintendent at the time 
cleared out an underground culvert locat- 
ed on Arnold’s property that connected to 
the town’s stormwater system. He said this 
fixed the issue for a while, but it has become 
clogged again and flooding has gotten worse. 
Arnold said he approached the town again in 
2019 to resolve the issue, but since there 1s no 
easement on the property, the town required 
him to petition the voters on the ATM war- 
rant. 

Arnold said repairs to the damaged cul- 
vert would reduce ice buildup and erosion on 
Summer and Prospect streets. Arnold said 
they have had significant damage caused by 
the continuous flooding and have had to re- 
place oil furnaces and water heaters, in addi- 
tion to combatting mold issues. 

A resident that used to live in the same 
area said many houses on that street experi- 
ence flooding due to the underground stream. 
He said if the culvert was in fact town infra- 
structure, then the town should be liable to 
fix it. Kiley said the town is not liable for the 
cost as there is no town infrastructure on the 
property. Kiley also said since the problem 


has been ongoing for 40 years, and according 
to prescriptive easement (if a problem has 
been around for 20 years or more), they are 
not liable twofold. Arnold said according to 
his attorney, the prescriptive easement issue 
does not apply to him. 

Highway Superintendent Jason Benoit 
said he has looked at the property. Benoit 
said the properties associated with the area 
have hand-dug wells that still exist to this 
day. He said the flooding is caused by an 
overflow to a hand-dug well that neighbors 
share as well. 

Benoit said he initially agreed with Ar- 
nold that it was a town issue, with tree roots 
in the culvert, but upon investigation, Benoit 
said it was determined to be a well issue. 

The motion was moved to a two thirds 
ballot vote. A “yes” vote agrees that the town 
is liable for the repairs and a “no” vote says 
the town is not liable. The motion received 
62 “yes” votes to 59 “no” votes. In order to 
receive 2/3 of votes, the motion would have 
needed 82 votes. 

The motion did not carry and Motions 
carried for Articles 2, 3, 7, 8,9, 10, 11, 12, 13 
and 15. was therefore defeated.

ideal considering their financial issues, Kiley 
explained that it was a Proposition 2 '2 debt 
exclusion and a different revenue stream. 
Fire Chief Joseph Holway said their cur- 
rent station was built in the 1800s.

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their current building would not be sufficient. 
Holway said the station was “built for hors- 
es...In 1912 it was time for another station.” 
The cost of building a new structure has 
gone up to $11.5 million, Holway said. With 
the acquisition of the Donovan Road prop- 
erty, the town would be looking at about $4 
to 5 million to outfit the existing Highway 
Department into the new Fire Department. 
Holway said they could qualify up to 45% in 
reimbursement grants from the USDA.

From stone walls in New York and fields 
in Pennsylvania, barbed wire-laden trenches 
in Europe to remote volcanic islands of the 
Pacific, jungles in Vietnam to the deserts of 
Iraq and Afghanistan, brave men and women 
have fought and died for the stars and stripes, 
and the ideals it represents. 

Many weren't much older than those pre- 
paring to graduate soon from Ware Junior 
Senior High School when they answered the 
Lexington Alarm from their fields, shops and 
homes when they answered their country’s 
call when conscripted for active duty service. 
Some never came home. 

Some, like West Brookfield’s Allen Ev- 
erett, were held prisoner, as he was during 
World War II, before being liberated and 
making his way home. 

While many consider Memorial Day 
weekend the unofficial start of summer, rife 
with cookouts, the openings of pools and 
exuberant celebration, it 1s important to take 
a moment to remember the meaning of the 
holiday in the first place. 

Memorial Day, unlike the Fourth of July, 
reminds the nation of those lost in defense 
of the nation’s freedoms. Whether it’s the 
freedom to assemble and speak out against 
a government policy, to publish a contrary 
Opinion or to worship in the manner of one’s 
choosing, we all owe a debt of gratitude to 
those men and women who never left the bat- 
tlefield. 

The holiday has its roots in the aftermath 
of the American Civil War, originally known 
as Decoration Day, when Union veterans 
adorned the graves of fallen soldiers with 
flowers. Similar observances were held for 
Confederate soldiers. After World War I, the 
holiday was expanded to honor all of the na- 
tion’s war dead, but wouldn’t become a na- 
tional holiday until 1971. 

This weekend when folks assemble in 
Hardwick and Warren, or on Monday when 
they march in Ware’s Memorial Day Parade, 
the list of the town’s soldiers from the Civil 
War to Vietnam are inscribed on stone mon- 
uments as a reminder to the ultimate cost of 
freedom. 

While COVID-19 kept public remem- 
brances from being held last year, we are 
lucky to be able to gather and remember 
those we have lost and thank them for their 
service and their sacrifice. And for those who 
not yet comfortable doing so, they can be re- 
membered privately with the same gratitude. 

The National Moment of Remembrance 
encourages all to pause wherever they are at 
3 p.m. time on Memorial Day for a minute 
of silence to remember and honor those who 
have died in service to the nation. 

Now it as important as ever that we should 
spread the word of their service and act to 
advocate for critical benefits for those who 
make it home. We should both encourage 
and listen to the stories of veterans, whatev- 
er they choose to tell. And we should do this 
every day so as not to forget their sacrifices.

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Tomato planting 101 


ith the quintessential frost-free 
\ N | target date of Memorial Day just 
days away, I think it’s 
the perfect time to encourage folks 
to give gardening a try. Growing 
tomatoes 1s a good place to start. 
First, because growing them 1s 
relatively easy and secondly, be- 
cause you will be delighted with 
a great return for your investment 
of a little money and some time. 
No supermarket tomato could 
ever compare to one that 1s home- 
grown and sun-ripened. 

First of all, head to the local 
nursery and select a plant. There are many 
varieties to choose from. Do you prefer slic- 
ing tomatoes, cherry or pear-shaped for sal- 
ads, or meaty paste types? If you plan on 
growing your tomato in a patio container, 
it may be best to settle on a determinate or 
bush type that will require next to no stak- 
ing and will remain tidy in its pot. 

Find a spot in your yard that gets at least 
six hours of sun a day. Less than that and 
you will have more leaves than fruit. If nec- 
essary, remove existing sod to accommodate 
your plant(s). Tomatoes should be spaced 
about 18 inches to two feet away from one 
another. For one plant prepare a section 
two feet wide by two feet deep. Now, go 
ahead a dig a fairly deep hole. How deep de- 
pends on the size of your transplant. Since 
tomatoes have the ability to form roots 
along their stem, plan on burying one-half 
to three-quarters of the stem in addition to 
the root ball. Don’t worry; although this 
planting depth sounds extreme, it will be 
better for the plant in the long run. In my 
experience, a cup or two of well-rotted ma- 
nure or aged compost mixed with the soil in 
the bottom of the planting hole along with 
a sprinkling of balanced organic fertilizer is 
all the food your tomatoes will need during 
the growing season.

If you plan on growing your tomato in a 
container, choose one that is at least a foot 
wide and deeper if possible. Fill it 
50/50 with potting soil and gar- 
den loam or compost. The blend 
will be lightweight and nutritious. 

Tomatoes need support in the 
form of a cage or tall bamboo 
stakes wrapped with twine at 
regular intervals. Although your 
transplants may seem puny now, 
go ahead and install the supports 
at planting time. Once planting is 
complete be sure to give them a 
hearty drink. Continue to water 
every other day for the first week or so if 
nature doesn’t provide adequate rainfall. 
Watering at the base of the plant will direct 
water to the roots and keep most of the fo- 
liage dry. A good practice in disease preven- 
tion. Once the plants are established, a deep 
watering twice a week 1s all that is neces- 
sary. Mulch of some kind, be it straw, grass 
clippings, chopped leaves or even sheets of 
newspaper will keep the weeds down and 
conserve moisture; some say it also helps 
to prevent disease by preventing backsplash 
onto the foliage. 

Often times experts recommend prun- 
ing away the suckers that form between the 
main stem and side shoots. f you do you 
will have fruit that is bigger, but in smaller 
quantities. Most of all, don’t worry about 
the rules and regulations, just do your best 
and have fun with your first gardening ex- 
perience.

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The true meaning of Memorial Day

I have never been able to listen to Taps 
without tearing up. From the first defin- 
itive notes of G-G-C, a wave of emotion 
crashes over me and it is impossible to 
hold back the tears. I could chalk it up 
to having associated the song with the 
experience of burying my grandfather 
at Bourne National Cemetery in Cape 
Cod, but that would not explain the vis- 
ceral reaction I feel each time it plays. 
This reaction is much deeper than the 
personal loss of a grandparent long af- 
ter his service has been completed. It is 
the intangible nexus of pride, pain, an- 
ger, sadness, and gratitude that coalesc- 
es within me each time I reflect on those 
who have died in service to our country, 
and what it would mean to be the loved 
one left to bear that complicated grief. 

As a military spouse and proud 
member of an extended family with 
a history of service, I have been fortu- 
nate in my time to not have lost anyone 
in this capacity. For this I am eternally 
grateful, however, as my husband con- 
tinues to serve, part of me cannot yet 
breathe easy. It was Memorial Day in 
2019 when I attended a cookout at the 
home of friends who served proudly for 
more than 20 years in the Army. This 
fellow military family had not been so 
fortunate to never have experienced the 
ultimate loss, however, and each hour 
on the hour everyone in attendance 
would pause the festivities to toast a 
fallen brother in arms. Sixteen printed 
pictures, one for each of those remem- 
bered that day, hung from a homemade 
garland on the side of the house. As I 
stood there in the yard, cornhole bean 
bag in hand, listening to the toasts, I 
could not allow myself to truly con- 
nect with my friends. If I had begun to 


genuinely empathize with them in those 
moments, I am not sure I would have 
been able to hold myself together. Just 
the prospect of connecting with what it 
would be like to lose my husband before 
his 20 years are complete 1s too much to 
bear, so I did my best to disconnect with 
the very real, raw representation of Me- 
morial Day. 

I will admit that much like many 
Americans, I look forward to Memori- 
al Day for a cadre of selfish, unrelated 
reasons. It is the unofficial start of sum- 
mer, often accompanied by beautiful 
weather and a three-day weekend filled 
with gatherings and celebrations. In my 
household, we even have the added joy 
of our son’s birthday, which often falls 
on Memorial Day as it will this year. Af- 
ter long New England winters and wet, 
temperamental springs, Memorial Day 
feels like warm, joyous freedom. It is in 
these moments, however, that it 1s most 
imperative to stop and reflect on all the 
liberties we enjoy, and the cost borne by 
our brothers and sisters in arms in their 
efforts to ensure that we can do just 
that. We cannot afford to give in to the 
refuge of emotional detachment, much 
like I did on that day in 2019. Wheth- 
er we can identify with such significant 
loss or not; and whether we agree with 
the campaigns that claimed their lives, 
those we have lost and those who will 
ultimately lay down their lives for what 
we as a nation have professed to be- 
lieve in - life, liberty, and the pursuit of 
happiness — deserve our complicated, 
emotional, at times tear-filled and over- 
whelmingly gratitude laden reflections. 
We cannot risk forgetting how tenuous 
our freedom is and the high price others 
have paid to maintain it.

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Four WW II soldiers 

The first Sturbridge man to die serv- 
ing during WW II, was Roland Henry 
Vilandre, who was a U.S. Navy fireman 
and served aboard the U.S.S. Cisco, also 
known as SS-290, which was a submarine. 

The boat left Panama on Aug. 7, 
1943 for Brisbane, Australia, reaching it 
on Sept. 1. It was to assume local pa- 
trol duties until Sept. 18, when it docked 
at Darwin, Australia. The boat left on 
Sept. 20 on its first patrol but never re- 
turned. Japanese records show that oil 
was seen an area where only the 
US.S. Cisco was known to 
have been the only subma- 
rine operating. Japanese 
records state the subma- 
rine was sunk by bombs 
and depth charges by 
“Kate” bombers and 
the riverboat Karatsu. 
Seventy-six men, includ- 
ing Vilandre, were lost. 
He was awarded a Purple 
Heart after his death which 
is at the Champeau-Vilandre 
American Legion Post 109, 
on Main Street. Vilandre 1s 
also memorialized at the Ma- 
nila American Cemetery in 
Fort Bonifacio in Manila. 

Lincoln Gibson Plimpton died on 
Aug. 15, 1944, off the coast of south- 
ern France. He enlisted in the Naval 
Reserve, where he served as a machinist 
mate and was assigned to the the engine 
room of LST-282. It was a landing ship 
tank, although the ship also carried ve- 
hicles and sometimes infantrymen. 

It was struck by a radio-controlled 
German “buzz bomb” as it prepared to 
unload landing craft vehicles personnel. 
After the bomb hit the ship, it explod-

day. His body was found floating in the 
sea and he was originally interred in the 
U.S. Military Cemetery in Draguignan, 
France, before being sent home to be 
buried in the old St. Ann’s Cemetery, 
off Streeter Road and then in the early 
‘50s, was moved to the new cemetery off 
Arnold Road. 

He received the World War II Victory 
Medal, the American Campaign Medal 
and the European-Africa-Middle East- 
ern Campaign Medals after he died. 
Two cousins, U.S. Marine 
Corps Platoon Sgt. Joseph 
Rudolph Julian and US. 

Army Corporal Rosaire 

Maxim Julian, both died 

in March 1945, about 15 

days apart. 

Joseph died at Iwo 

Jima in the Marshall Is- 

lands and was among the 

invading U.S. Force, while 
Rosaire died on the Rhine 
River near Heppenheim, 
Germany. At Iwo Jima, Jo- 
seph was among the USS. 
Marines who fought above 
ground while the Japanese 
fought below ground in © 
1,500 rooms connected by 
16 miles of tunnels. 

Rosaire was on an overloaded boat 
crossing the Rhine River when a Ger- 
man artillery shell struck the boat; his 
body was never recovered. He is memo- 
rialized at the Lorraine American Cem- 
etery in St. Avold, France.

He was killed 
by an enemy sniper as he visited Iraqui citizens in the 
hopes of establishing ties with them as a prelude to 
peace, Briere said. He attended the Citadel Military 
Academy in South Carolina, and enlisted in the Ma- 
rine Corps. He attended Infantry Officer School in 
Quantico, Virginia, and was stationed in Hawaii upon 
graduation. 
Plane crash victim 

For Briere, the death pf Army Air Corps Lt. 
Charles James Collins, who was flying his plane on 
Sept. 1, 1943, and crashed on the Holland/Brimfield 
line, will always remain with him. Briere, who was 9, 
and his family, heard the plane, a P-47 fighter, climbing 
and diving several times before it ended with a muted 
boom in the distance. 

His father was called out the next morning as a 
member of the Massachusetts State Guard to look for 
the pilot,, and did find pieces about a mile from Bri- 
ere’s Farquhar Road home. The flight took off from 
Bedford at 5:43 p.m., as it was raining and lightning 
cloud to cloud. At 7:40 p.m. he reported he was lost 
and was given a new course to return to Bedford. At 
8:47 p.m. he reported he was running out of gas, and 
after that he bailed out and the plane crashed. His 
body was found on Sept. 20, and it was determined he 
died of blood loss, Briere said. 

“T learned his name was Charles J. Collins, age 26, 
and he was from Baraboo, Wisconsin,” said Briere. 
“He was a long way from home and apparently was 
on a training flight the night he died. I never forgot 
him and any time there were articles about him in local 
newspapers I saved them.” 

Collins’ body was returned to his hometown. Bri- 
ere always wanted to visit his grave and mentally tell 
him he remembered his last flight. In 1995, with the 
country remembering the 50th anniversary of the end 
WWII, he decided to ask the Sturbridge Lions to put 
a memorial plaque and stone in his honor and they 
did. Briere let the family know, and they came to Stur- 
bridge for the dedication. 

In 2017, Briere and his friend, Sylvia Buck, visited 
the family in Baraboo, Wisconsin, and Collins’ grave. 

“It’s important we recognize the sacrifices they 
made, and their families made,” Briere said. “I hope to 
people take the time to think of them and to come see 
this monument.”

he and School Committee Chair Maria 
Tucker attended the SelectBoard meet- 
ing on May I1 and offered possible solu- 
tions to the town’s financial crisis. Lind 
said he suggested using ARP funds, or 
possibly an override. 

Program/services reductions 

Lind listed possible cost savings mea- 
sures to reduce the fiscal 2022 budget 
by eliminating programs and services. 
He said total cost savings of eliminating 
varsity, junior varsity and middle school 
athletics is about $100,000, of which, 
roughly $35,000 is for transportation to 
games. 

Another area they could cut back 
to reduce cost is transportation to and 
from school. Lind said if they reduced 
from four buses to two, and only trans- 
ported students that lived two miles 
from school or more, they could reduce 
transportation costs by $150, 592. 

Reducing student activities and advi- 
sor stipends could save over $25,000 and 
eliminating the online dual enrollment 
program would save $22,000. “None of 
this 1s good,” Lind said. 

Lind said they could also eliminate 
the full-day preschool program, mov- 
ing to one teacher running two sessions, 
one in the morning and one in the af- 
ternoon. The same could be done for 
the kindergarten program, splitting into 
two sessions for half days. A reduction 
in both of these programs would be a 
savings of over $100,000. 

Other positions that would face 
potential elimination include district 
STEM teacher, district Behavior Inter- 
vention Specialist, elementary school 
Title I reading tutor, high school li- 
brarian, district art teacher, high school 
music teacher, elementary school music 
teacher, high school Spanish teacher

School Commit- 
tee Secretary Christie Omasta said, “it’s 
never a positive losing staff.” 

Tucker said eliminating full-day kin- 
dergarten would result in more fami- 
lies opting for school choice out of the 
district. She said half day is especially 
difficult for working parents. School 
Committee Vice Chair Tim Canada 
said, “this 1s not set in stone,” referring 
to the proposed budget cuts. He said it 
was “important to paint the picture of 
where they could be,” if the budget was 
reduced, while still meeting state man- 
dates. 

Lind said they have to inform staff 
by June 1 if their positions are eliminat- 
ed. Omasta said it 1s “demoralizing” for 
teachers to go into work without know- 
ing if they will have a job next year. 

American Rescue Plan 

Lind said the total grant award 
for ARP (ESSER-3) is estimated at 
$679,000, with $543,000 of this mon- 
ey that can be used to backfill budget 
shortfalls. Learning loss activities for 
students significantly impacted by the 
pandemic, would receive $136,000 of 
these funds. ESSER-3 funds are avail- 
able through Sept. 2024. 

Administrator salaries 

A resident asked via chat if it was 
possible to reduce administrators’ sala- 
ries. Tucker said Lind and Co-Principal/ 
Assistant Superintendent Jeanne Pow- 
ers do three jobs between them. Tuck- 
er said the fact they do not have a high 
school principal is a problem. She said 
all of the rural schools are facing the 
same issues. Lind said the administrator 
salaries are contractual.

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clude information about key buildings, 
what they were used for in the past and 
what they are now. There is a section 
with photos of familiar buildings that 
tells what businesses used to be in them 
so when people drive through town, 
they have some interesting tidbits of 
history to connect to a specific place,” 
she said. 

East Brookfield was first settled in 
1664 as part of the Quaboag Plantation, 
which also encompassed Brookfield, 
North Brookfield, West Brookfield, and 
parts of Warren and New Braintree. 
East Brookfield was officially incorpo- 
rated on March 24, 1920. It is the new- 
est town to be incorporated in Massa- 
chusetts, making it known as the “baby 
town.” Gablaski said, “When the town’s 
100th anniversary was approaching, I 
knew I wanted to preserve and share 
our unique history as well as the oral 
histories of residents to commemorate 
the ‘Baby Town of Massachusetts’.” 

An interesting fact about the town 
that many people may not know, Gab- 
laski said, is “East Brookfield’s ‘center’ 
used to be the Cove District, located 
near Cove Street and Harrington Street. 
This is where the first mills were (on the 
Seven Mile River) and also where the 
Baptist Church was first located. When 
the dam was built in 1825 that created 
Lake Lashaway, more mills were built 
there and the center of town moved 
west. East Brookfield once had many 
industries in town that employed hun- 
dreds of people.” 

Documenting the history and change 
the town has experienced in a century 
has stirred up many fond memories for 
residents, and she has enjoyed hearing 
everyone’s personal story. She has in- 
cluded many of these accounts in her 
book but said “some were shared as a 
result of people reading the book and 
sharing new stories or those who visit 
the East Brookfield Historical Museum 
and sharing their memories when they 
see some of the artifacts.”

“My second favorite part about writ- 
ing this book was reading all the digital 
copies of local newspapers from 1873 
to 1950. In doing this, it really brought 
the day-to-day activities of our town to 
life,” Gablaski said. The social aspect of 
people’s lives was a common feature in 
older newspapers, she said. “There was 
much more in the newspapers about 
who was going on trips, getting married, 
had children, won an award at school 
and so many other things that made it 
easy to follow them through the course 
of their lives. It was also interesting to 
see names of family members or promi- 
nent residents and read about what they 
were doing in town at various times,” 
she said. 

The East Brookfield Historical Mu- 
seum has been a valuable resource for 
Gablaski, in addition to other local his- 
tory books. “The museum is in the for- 
mer school...lots of people have stories 
to share about going to school there and 
the friends they made while growing 
up,” she said. 

Learning about the daily lives of the 
men killed during World War II was 
especially poignant for her, she said. 
“Reading about them as they were in 
school, the awards they won, the jobs 
they had, when they enlisted, notes 
sent home to their families, all the while 
knowing they would give their lives for 
their country. It made them real people 
rather than just names on a memorial,” 
Gablaski said. 

The East Brookfield Historical Mu- 
seum 1s located at the Hodgkins Build- 
ing and open on the second Saturday of 
the month from | to 3 p.m. for anyone 
that would like a firsthand look at the 
history of the town.
